Fugitive Opens Fire 
After Being Trapped 


GRAND GORGE, N. Y.f J an. 6 
Alponse Rocco, hunted since 
New Year’s Ev e in the “ camera 
shooting” of his former wife, was 
shot to death tonight by police as 
he crouched in a sleeping bag un­ 
der a spruce tree on a lonely hill 
in Patchin Hollow. 
Under a full moon in this isolat­ 
ed Schoharie county country , Roc­ 
co fired a German Waltlier automa­ 
tic as state police and New York 
City detectiv es trapped him about 
a mile up the hill from a farmhouse 
where he had forced a man and his 
wife to hide him Sunday night and 
all day today . 
Gets Fatal Slug In Nose 
State 
Police 
Inspector Charles 
LaForge, who led the 
searching 
party of about 50, declined to re­ 
v eal where he had receiv ed the tip 
that Rocco was hiding out at the 
farm home of Mr. and Mrs. Harry 
L. Lewis and their two-y ear-old 
son, Richard. It was the second 
farm house in the neighborhood 
into which Rocco had forced hts 
way since he came to this area 
Saturday in a stolen car. 
Corporal Francis Hilfrank, ex pert 
tracker and crack shot of the state 
police. 
Trooper J ames H. Smith 
and Detectiv e Henry Strauss of the 
14th Precinct, New York City fired 
at the fugitiv e after he had’ fired 
the first shot. Rocco aimed four 
shots at Smith, then got the fatal 
slug in the nose. 
Meanwhile, Mr. and Mrs. Lewis 
walked from the house Rocco had 
left less than two hours prev ious­ 
ly . Rocco first hid out at the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Frank Nash at 
nearby Broome Center. After hold­ 
ing the Nashs at gun point for 29 
hours, he forced Nash to driv e him 
to Grand Gorge, then apparently 
changed 
his 
plans 
and 
ordered 
Nash to driv e him to the home of 
Lewis, whom he had met when 
he came here on hunting trips. 
Said He "Was Framed” 
Nash obey ed the order and Rocco 
took Nash into the Lewis home 
with him. There he announced he 
was stay ing. I^ewis said he tried to 
persuade Rocco to leav e but Roc­ 
co only twisted his gun and said: 
“ I’v e got to stay .” 
Lewis related Rocco kept say ing: 
I was framed.” 
The dark, handsome 
racketeer 
nev er mentioned the shooting in a 
crowded New York City subway 
station of his former wife, whose leg 
was amputated as a result of the 
wound, Lewis said.

WASHINGTON. J an. 6 (/PV-Pres 
ident Truman has summoned Gen. 
George C. Marshall to Washington 
to report on the disturbed situation 
in China. 
The White House, in making the 
announcement, said the President’s 
special env oy probably will leav e 
Nanking tomorrow, probably by air­ 
plane. 
“ Will he return to China? ” a re­ 
porter asked Presidential Secretary 
Charles Ross, who made the an­ 
nouncement. 
Ross said he was not prepared to 
answer any questions, that this is 
“ the official announcement.” 
The announcement said: 
“ The President has directed Gen. 
Marshall to return to Washington to 
rei>ort in person the situation in 
China. He will probably leav e Nan­ 
king tomorrow.” 
Marshall, 
the 
Army ’s 
wartime 
chief of staff and one of the archi­ 
tects of Allied v ictory ov er Ger­ 
many and J apan, went to Nanking 
in December, 
1945, as President 
Truman's special ambassador to try 
to promote unity of the two great 
factions div iding the country . 
Officials here do not feel that he 
has failed in his effort but say 
rather than in the American v iew 
it Is the Chinese who hav e thus 
far failed to achiev e the political 
organization of their country which 
the United States considers essen­ 
tial to peace in the Far East. 
Indications were that the Pres­ 
ident’s action in directing Marshall 
to come home was based on the 
General’s estimate that at least for 
the time being he had done all he 
could toward the accomplishment of 
a uniform political order throughout 
China. 
It is felt by authorities here that 
if there had been the slightest 
chance in the near future of persu­ 
ading the North China Communists 
to enter the gov ernment of General­ 
issimo Chiang Kai-Chek and giv e 
up their Independent armed forces, 
Marshall would hav e remained in 
China to see that possibility through. 
His order to come home follows 
w’hat diplomatic authorities consider 
his prime work there. He is credit­ 
ed with assisting Gen. Chiang in 
winning acceptance last month of 
a new Chinese constitution which 
may prov ide the framework 
for 
bringing the Communists into the 
gov ernment later on. The constitu­ 
tion in its main prov isions had 
earlier won approv al of Communist 
leaders though they had refused to 
participate in the assembly that 
finally adopted, it.

Cabinet Permission 
Awaited By Officers 


LONDON, J an. 6. 
</P)—Tanned 
v eterans of desert campaigning roll­ 
ed into Palestine from Egy pt today 
as British army officers awaited 
cabinet permission to launch a full 
scale offensiv e against J ewish ex ­ 
tremists. 
Gov ernment sources said the of­ 
fensiv e, if approv ed by the Cabinet, 
would be the greatest in Palestine’s 
modern history and would smash 
underground g r o u p s which hav e 
killed and flogged British troops, 
bombed public buildings and mined 
highway s and railroads. 
Prime Minister Attlee presided to­ 
day ov er the first of four critical 
Cabinet meetings on British foreign 
policy . The Palestine question was 
said to be slated for consideration 
either tomorrow or Thursday . 
The gov ernment sources predicted 
that the Cabinet would reach a fin­ 
al decision on Palestine some time 
during the week. Besides determ­ 
ining whether to take “ energetic” 
action against the ex tremists, the 
ministers also will decide the long­ 
term policy of Palestine’s future, 
informants said.

WASHINGTON. J an. 6 UPS—'Two 
Republican senators today intro­ 
duced separate bills to outlaw v ir­ 
tually all portal-to-portal pay suits 
totalling more than $3,000.000.000. 
Sen. Wiley , of Wisconsin, said his 
measure was intended to bar ail 
pending suits. 
Sen. Capehart. of 
Indiana, declarde his would outlaw 
“ a majority ” of them. 
The suits hav e piled up since the 
Supreme Court ruled that workers 
are entitled to pay under the wage- 
hour law for time spent on company 
property in changing clothes and 
otherwise getting ready for work. 
Capehart srid his bill is intended 
to “ define the work week" and 
would 
permit compromise settle­ 
ments. The Supreme Court ruled 
out compromise agreements, declar­ 
ing that no settlement can be made 
for less than the amount prov ided 
by the act. The law calls for triple 
pay ment when suit is brought to 
recov er wages due. 
Wiley ’s statement said his bill 
prov ides that any employ ers who 
acted “ in good faitn” and now find 
themselv es

malefactors” will hereafter be giv en

Envoy WHI Report 
On China Situation 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 6 bpv—Pres­ 
ident Truman has summoned Gen. 
George C. Marshall to Washington 
to report on the disturbed situation 
in China. 
The White House, in making the 
announcement, said the President's 
special envoy probably will leave 
Nanking tomorrow, probably by air­ 
plane. 
“Will he return to China?" a re­ 
porter asked Presidential Secretary 
Charles Rosa, who made the an­ 
nouncement. 
Ross said he was not prepared to 
answer any questions, that this is 
"the official announcement.” 
The announcement said: 
"The President has directed Gen. 
Marshall to return to Washington to 
report in person the situation in 
China. He will probably leave Nan­ 
king tomorrow."

many and Japan, went to Nanking 
in December. 1945, as President 
Truman's special ambassador to try 
to promote unity of the two great 
factions dividing the country.

It is felt by authorities here that 
if there had been the slightest 
chance in the near future of persu­ 
ading the North China Communists 
to enter the government of General­ 
issimo Chiang Kat-Chek and give 
up their Independent armed forces. 
Marshall would have remained In 
China to see that possibility through 
His order to come home follows 
what diplomatic authorities consider 
his prime wort there. He is credit­ 
ed with assisting Gen. Chiang in 
winning acceptance last month of 
a new Chinese constitution which 
may provide the framework for 
bringing the Communist* into the 
government later on. The constitu­ 
tion in its main provisions had 
earlier won approval of Communist 
leaders though they had refused to 
participate in the assembly that 
finally adopted it.

WASHINGTON, J an. 6 </P)-The 
United States vigo ro usly pro dded 
Russia and China to day with a de­ 
mand that the Manchurian po rt o f 
Dairen be o pened to the wo rld un­ 
der Chinese civilian administratio n 
and free o f So viet Military co ntro l. 
The State Department published 
the text o f a crisply-wo rded no te 
which American diplo mats deliver­ 
ed last Friday to the So viet and 
Chinese fo reign o ffices in Mo sco w 
and Nanking. 
This was the first fo rmal reac­ 
tio n in Washingto n to the So viet 
o rder o f December 20 which sum­ 
marily ended the stay o f a United 
States naval ship o n a diplo matic 
missio n in Dairen. The vessel was 
sent hurrying to sea under what 
so me Americans called an o ut-and- 
o ut ultimatum. 
The ship had o verstayed its leave 
while o fficers and Co nsul General 
H. Merrell Benningho ff tried to get 
So viet permissio n fo r three Ameri­ 
can civilians, a businessman and 
two newspapermen, to enter Dairen. 
Permissio n was refused.

School, Labor Proposals

RICHMOND. Va., Jan . S UP) — 
Gov. William M. Tuck, of Virginia, 
today asked for a $6,500,000 appro­ 
priation to meet an “emergency” in 
the public school system, for legisla­ 
tion to ban the closed shop in intra­ 
state industry and for a law to pre­ 
vent “ sudden interruptions of ser­ 
vice in public utilities.” 
Bills carrying out the Governors 
recommendations for the sctiooi sys­ 
tem were introduced in both Senate 
and House Immediately after the 
Governor addressed the opening ses­ 
sion of the extraordinary session of 
the General Assembly.

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STAY IN BED WITH A COLD 
•HERE have been no sta rtling 
developm ents on the cause or 
cure of colds, a fact w hich is 
disheartening not only to the 
m an on the street b ut to phy sicians. 
By observing a few sim ple rules, 
however, m uch can be done to m in­ 
im ize the m enace. 
I t seem s to be well established tha t 
a 
virus 
is 
responsible 
for 
early 
sy m ptom s. 
A fter a day or two the 
streptococcus, penum ococcus, sta p- 
hvloccoccus, 
or 
influenza 
bacillus 
tak es over. The disorder differs from 
scarlet fever and mumps in that only 
slight im m unity is left. 
A return 
engagem ent may be expected shortly 
the re a fte r if exposure occurs. For 
this reason, 
vaccines have never 
proved too successful. 
M ost colds are contagious and the 
microorganisms gain entrance to 
the body thru the breathing pas­ 
sages. The air is contaminated by 
a victim and the more intimate the 
contact, the greater the chance of 
spread. 
F ailure to stifle the cough 
m erely accentuates the entire affair. 
T hus the first law in prevention is 
to stay as fa r aw ay as possible from 
any one w ho is afflicted. Lik ewisa, 
common decency dictates that pa­ 
tients should tak e every precaution 
to k eep the Infection to themselves, 
particularly when there are chil­ 
d ren in the fam ily . Mothem and 
nurses should w ear gauze mask s, and 
k issing and fondling is forbidden. 
However, since millions with re­ 
spiratory infections continue to ride 
public convey ances, work , and go to 
school, the m alady Is hard to con­ 
trol. 
T he answ er is air sanitation. 
By installing ultraviolet lights or tha 
gadgets for 
giving off gly col va­ 
pors in places 
where many persons 
congregate, the atmosphere can be 
purified and 
the transmission of 
germ s discouraged. 


T he noncontagious variety , whjch 
we k now little about, appears to 
arise in many different way s, and 
each person has his pet method of 
catching cold. This may explain why 
som e are more susceptible a fte r sit­ 
ting or ly ing in a d ra ft or becoming 
chilled, overheated, or fatigued. 
In 
others, the episode follows excite­ 
m ent, starvation, constipation, 
or 
overindulgence in alcohol. 
T he effect is probably on the tiny 
hairlik e cilia lining the m em brane 
of the nose. 
T he principal duty 
of 
the structures is to move along 
the protective overly ing blank et of 
m ucus. 
W hen the m echanism fails 
the virus has no difficulty in pene­ 
tra ting the tissues. T he overzealous 
use of various spray s and nose drops 
may also involve this membrane and 
those w ho persist in such pre pa ra ­ 
tions are m ore lik ely to b* bothered. 
T he victim of a oold should stay 
In bed if the tem perature is up; a t 
least activities should 
be reduced 
until all signs have 
disappeared. 
S alicy lates or D oers powder 
will 
help to relieve discom fort. N asal con­ 
gestion is am eliorated by the tem ­ 
porary use of drops containing ephe- 
drine. 
M enthol and cam phor oint­ 
m ents are sometimes soothing 
and 
the sulfonam ides and penicillin are 
beneficial in com bating the second­ 
ary invaders. V itam ins are of ques­ 
tionable value. 
D uring the acute 
stage, large quantities of fluids, pre­ 
ferably fruit juices, should be in­ 
gested.

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While it is impossible to speak 
of either industry as a whole or or­ 
ganized labor as a whole, broad 
conditions exist which mak e pos­ 
sible a rough picture of the labor 
situation, in the week in which 
Congress sets about writing new 
labor legislation. 
Several large unions, including 
three of the largest in CIO, have 
made or will mak e formal demands 
for wage increase. About what they 
will do to achieve their demands, 
the unions vary . Several are con­ 
ciliatory , say ing that the amounts 
of their demands are subject to 
negotiation with employ ers. Others, 
conspicuously the United Automo­ 
bile Work ers, have made demands 
of specific amounts, but President 
Reuther of UAW implied by his 
manner that his specific demand is 
subject to change after negotiation 
with the motor industry . In the 
spirit of conciliation some unions 
have refrained from going through 
the preliminary formalities necess­ 
ary in case of strik es later on, 
others, however, have prepared for 
strik es. Practically all say they de­ 
plore strik es. Argumentatively they 
put the onus on employ ers, say ing 
there will be no strik es unless em­ 
ploy ers are what they call unreason­ 
able in resisting wage demands as 
a whole or about the amounts of 
raises. 
Similar Variations Among Industrie« 
Among industries are similar var­ 
iations. Some, without committing 
themselves, are more or less willing 
to mak e wage raises. Others will re­ 
sist, even to the point of enduring 
strik es if these eventuate. The dif­ 
ferences are inherent in the vary ­ 
ing circumstances of different in­ 
dustries and of different employ ers 
within an industry . There are, be­ 
sides, differences of attitude on the 
part of employ ers arising out of 
matters in dispute other than wages. 
Both Industry and labor are modi­ 
fied in their attitudes by one con­ 
dition. at present an expectation but 
ultimately a certainty . Both k now 
that Congress i.s in the saddle. Both 
k now that Congress will legislate 
about labor. Both k now that what­ 
ever the form legislation tak es, it 
will reduce the present advantage 
which labor unions have in contro­ 
versies with industries. The Con­ 
gressional legislation will come to a 
head Just about the time when new 
strik es, if they occur, would be 
under way . And every body k nows 
that the legislation would be stiffer 
if strik es tak e place. 
It is realized that whatever the 
legislation, neither the major labor 
leaders nor minor ones can feel as 
invulnerable as some of them now 
do. And heads of industry k now that 
in the process of collective bargain­ 
ing they will have an equality which 
is denied to them by the present 
labor laws, specifically the Wagner 
National Labor Relations Act. That 
Act sets up a category which it 
calls “unfair labor practices” and 
which it forbids and penalizes. But 
the "unfair labor practices” defined 
in the Wagner Act, are practices of 
employ ers 
only . 
Industry 
k nows 
that the new labor legislation, either 
directly or in effect, will mak e cer- 
tnin practices of labor unions un­ 
fair also. 
Restraint Upon Both Sides 
R ealization of this is a re stra int 
upon both sides in the strik es now 
m utteringly 
threatened , 
and 
also 
upon the am ounts of wage raises 
dem anded. L abor leaders k now tha t 
the ir ability to conduct strik es and 
w in them will be reduced by the 
outlaw ing 
of som e 
practices tha t 
now accom pany strik es 
H eads of 
industry , realizing tha t they will be 
relieved of som e of the inequalities 
und er w hich they now are, realizing 
tha t collective bargaining will be 
m ore 
even-sided 
and 
practicable, 
are m ore tolerant tow ard consider­ 
ation of wage raises. 
The net of the prospect is some 
wage raises, but not as general as 
are demanded, nor in the amounts 
demanded. As to strik es, the pros­ 
pect is few serious ones. There is

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6—A lot of 
jock ey ing is still going on back stage 
to tak e Jimmie By rnes’ place if he 
resigns as S ecretary of S ta te —even 
though it now look s as if By rnes had 
regained his health. 
Up until recently there were three 
chief possibilities for the Job—Gen­ 
eral 
George 
Marshall, 
General 
Eisenhower, and Secretary of the 
Navy Forrestal. 
Neither Marshall nor Eisenhower 
have pushed themselves for the job. 
On the contrary . However, Marshall 
was 
Truman’s 
candidate, 
while 
Eisenhower was the candidate of 
George Allen. 
Around Christmas time, however, 
Marshall’s friends made it clear that 
he was fed up with being a diplomat, 
did not relish becoming Secretary 
of State and wanted to retired to 
Virginia as soon as his Job in China 
was finished. 


In regard to General Eisen­ 
hower, it was George Allen’s idea 
to put him in the k ey job of 
Secretary of State as a build-up 
for the Presidency —if Truman 
does not run affain. Eisenhower 
grew up as a Kansas Democrat, 
made his first public speech at 
a Jack son Day dinner and was 
pick ed by a Democratic Admini­ 
stration to be Supreme Com­ 
mander. 


Third — and most active — candi­ 
date for the State Department is 
Jimmie Forrestal, who, a bit bored 
with running the Navy , has been 
itching to get his hands on foreign 
policy for many months. Those who 
follow State Department affalrp fig­ 
ure he would be the least qualified 
of the three—despite the general 
public sentiment against having a 
military man at the helm of foreign 
policy . 
Note—President Truman Is very 
much hoping that By rnes will re­ 
main on as Secretary of State in­ 
definitely .

T his is because the atom ic bom b 
issue is the easiest k ind of a prob­ 
lem for the m asses of voters to un­ 
derstand.

Senate, because the voters will oust 
them a t the next election.

T he theory tha t w hen a 
violation occurs the m a tte r would 
go to the S ecurity Council, w hich 
would be called on to furnish the 
m ilitary ’ forces to punish an offend­ 
ing nation, died the day the atom ic 
bom b was dropped over H iroshim a. 
W hen any country gets ready to use 
the atom ic bomb, undeclared w ar 
begins and there will be no tim e 
to ask the S ecurity Council, w ith 
its cum bersom e veto procedure, to 
form ulate a defense. 
Unless R ussia therefore agrees to 
abandonm ent of a Security C oun­ 
cil on atom ic bomb control, their 
will be no giving up of the scecret 
by the U nited S tates 
T he R ussian 
spok esm en are right when they sav 
tha t the c harter of the U. N. did not 
contem plate the present contingen­ 
cy 
and 
tha t am endm ent of the 
c ha rte r is needed if the veto is to 
be given up. 
U ntil the C harter 
is am ended to tha t effect, however, 
and totalitarianism is abolished so 
tha t free governm ents prevail every ­ 
w here in the w’orld, there will be no 
security either w ith or w ithout the 
veto.

And State Police Officers 
Criticism of law enforcem ent officers Is often 
heard, but seldom do those who find fau lt offer praise 
for Jobs well done, considering th a t clearing up of 
crim es is a duty to be expected of those engaged in 
such work. and taking as a m a tter of course th e suc­ 
cess th a t m ight crown th eir sleuthing, and th e bring­ 
ing of culprit* into custody. 
W hile it is true th a t we look to our police, sta te 
and county authorities to run down crim inals, and 
rightfully so, we very often fail to recognise th e fact 
th a t the work is not always easy, and failure is certain 
to bring down upon them th e w rath of th e citizenry. 
At th e sam e tim e, a little praise for work well done 
m eans m uch to those officers, and instills in them a 
desire to work even harder. 
It Is w ith such a th o u g h t 
In m ind th a t we w ant to pass along our congratula­ 
tions for some fine work during recent weeks. 
A crim e wave has been sweeping m any sections 
of th e country since the end of th e w ar.

M inor crim es are always under investigation an d 
“leads" picked up by the authorities are followed w ith 
a doggedness th a t m ore often th a n not results in th e 
arrest of those involved. 
B ut th e sw iftness by w hich 
recen t crim es of a m ore or less m ajor n atu re have 
been solved cannot but have a sobering effect on 
those w ho m ight be contem plating a career of w rong­ 
doings 
feeling as they m ust, they will have little 
chance of escaping arrest so long as those delegated 
to police tasks continue th eir alertness. 
The clearing up of crim es has a reassuring effect 
on th e people of any com m unity. 
I t bolsters th e ir 
feeling of security against those w ho m ight have 
crim inal intentions, and law enforcem ent officers 
m ust enjoy a feeling of pride over th e fact th at they 
contribute so m uch to th a t security. 
T he vigil an d 
alertness insisted upon by th e ir superior officers 
should not be perm itted to lapse for a m inute sim ply 
because success has been scored in a few instances, 
but they should rem ain alert night, and day for the 
good of th e com m unity and themselves.

Series A Wise Decision 
Followers of college football who have th e good 
of th e gam e a t h eart will be slow to criticize th e 
authorities at W est P oint and South Bend for th e ir 
decision to bring the long Arm y-N otre Dam e gridiron 
series to a tem porary end a fte r th e 1947 contest. 
M uch sus th e loss of this an n u al classic is to be re­ 
gretted th e interruption is w arranted. 
The decision, according to th e announcem ent, 
was based on two reasons. 
It resulted partly from 
— he conviction of th e authorities of both schools th a t 
th e Arm y-Notre Dame gam e has grown to such pro­ 
portions th a t it had come to be played under con­ 
ditions escaping th e control of th e tw o colleges, som e 
c l which were not conducive to wholesome in te r- 
eo^egiate sports.” 
In addition, th e statem en t said 
th a t the Army, as a national Institution, wished “to 
achieve greater flexibility in the scheduling of In ter­ 
sectional opponent* throughout the country.” 
E ither would be sufficient explanation but It is 
hardly to be doubted th a t the first was controlling.

STAT IN BED WITH A COLD 
T 


HERE have been no startling 
developments on the cause or 
cure of colds, a fact which is 
disheartening not only to the 
man on the street but to physicians. 
By observing a few simple rules, 
however, much can be done to min­ 
imize the menace. 
It seems to be well established that 
a virus is responsible for early 
symptoms. After a day or two the 
streptococcus, penumococcus, stap­ 
hylococcus, or influenza bacillus 
takes over. The disorder differs from 
scarlet fever and mumps in that only 
slight immunity is left. 
A return 
engagement may be expected shortly 
thereafter lf exposure occurs. 
For 
this reason, vaccines have never 
proved too successful. 
Most colds are contagious and the 
microorganisms gain entrance ta 
the body thru the breathing pas­ 
sages. The air is contaminated by 
a victim and the more intimate the 
contact, the greater the chance of 
spread. Failure to stifle the cough 
merely accentuates the entire affair. 
Thus the first law in prevention is 
to stay as far away as possible from 
any one who is afflicted. Likewise, 
common decency dictates that pa­ 
tients should take every precaution 
to keep the Infection to themselves, 
particularly when there are chil­ 
dren in the family. 
Mothers and 
nurses should wear gauss 
and 
kissing and fondling is forbidden. 
However, since millions with re­ 
spiratory infections continue ta ride 
public conveyances, work, and go to 
school, the malady is hard to con­ 
trol. The answer Is air sanitation. 
By installing ultraviolet lights or the 
gadgets for giving off glycol va­ 
pors hi place* where many persons 
congregate, the atmosphere can be 
purified and th# transmission of 
germs discouraged. 


The noncontagious variety, whjch 
we know little about, appears to 
arise in many different ways, and 
each person has his pet method of 
catching cold. This may explain why 
some are move susceptible after sit­ 
ting or lying in a draft or becoming 
chilled, overheated, or fatigued. In 
others, the episode follows excite­ 
ment, starvation, constipation, or 
overindulgence in alcohol. 
The effect ie probably on the tiny 
hairlike cilia lining the membrane 
of the nose. The principal duty of 
the structures is to move along 
the protective overlying blanket of 
mucus. When the mechanism fails 
the virus has no difficulty in pene­ 
trating the tissues. The overzealous 
use of various sprays and nose drops 
may also involve this membrane and 
those who persist in such prepara­ 
tions are more likely to be bothered. 
The victim of a cold should stay 
in bed if the temperature is up; at 
least activities should be reduced 
until all signs have disappeared. 
Salicylates or Doers powder will 
help to relieve discomfort. Nasal con­ 
gestion is ameliorated by the tem­ 
porary use of drops containing ephe­ 
drine. Menthol and camphor o in t ­ 
ments are smraittmae soothing and 
the sulfonamides and penicillin are 
beneficial In combating the second­ 
ary invaders. Vitamins are of ques­ 
tionable value. 
During the acute 
auge, large quantities of fluids, pre­ 
ferably fruit juices, should be in­ 
gested. 


FULSE AND WATCH

care whether the pulse is jumpy.

Extremists Less 
Influential Now 
In labor. Politics

While ii la lnipuee ll tie to speak 
of either industry aa a whole or or­ 
ganised labor as a whole, broad 
conditions exist which make pos­ 
sible a rough picture of the labor 
situation, in the week in which 
Congress seta about writing new 
labor legislation. 
Several large unions, including 
three of the largest in CIO, have 
made or will make formal demands 
for wage increase. About what they 
will do to achieve their demands, 
the unions vary. Several are con­ 
ciliatory, saying that the amounts 
of their demands a— subject to 
negotiation with employers. Others, 
conspicuously the United Automo­ 
bile Workers, have made demands 
of specific amounts; but President 
Reuther of UAW implied by his 
manner that his spectre demand is 
subject to change after negotiation 
with the motor industry. In the 
spirit of conciliation some unions 
have refrained from going through 
the preliminary formalities necess­ 
ary in case of strikes later on, 
others, however, have prepared for 
strikes. Practically all say they de­ 
plore strikes. Argumentatively they 
put the onus on employers, saying 
there will be no strikes unless em­ 
ployers are what they call unreason­ 
able In resisting wage demands as 
a whole or about the amounts of 
raises. 
Similar Variations Imang Iud—trim 
Among industries are similar var­ 
iations. Some, without committing 
themselves, are more or lam willing 
to make wage rats—. Others will re­ 
sist. even to the point of enduring 
strikes if these eventuate. The dif­ 
ferences ere inherent in the vary­ 
ing circumstances of different in­ 
dustries and of different employers 
within an industry. Thare ars, be­ 
sides, differences of attitude on th* 
part of employers arising out of 
matters In dispute other than wages, 
Both industry and labor are modi­ 
fied in their attitudes by one con­ 
dition. at present an expectation but 
ultimately a certainty. Both know 
that Congress is in the saddle. Both 
know that Congra— will legislate 
about labor. Both know that what­ 
ever the form legislation takes, it 
will reduce the pre—nt advantage 
which labor unions have in contro­ 
versies with industries. The Con­ 
gressional legislation will coma to a 
head just about the time when new 
strikes, if they occur, would be 
under way. And everybody knows 
that the legislation would be stiffer 
if strikes take pla­ 
it is realized that whatever the 
legislation, neither the major labor 
leaders nor minor ones can feel as 
invulnerable as some of them now 
do. And heads of Industry know that 
In the process of collective bargain­ 
ing they will have an equality which 
is denied to them by the present 
labor laws, specifically the Wagner 
National Labor Relations Act. That 
Act sets up a category which it 
calla “unfair labor practices” and 
which it forbids and penalises. But 
the “unfair lab— practices” defined 
in the Wagner Act, are practices of 
employers 
only. 
Industry 
knows 
that the new labor legislation, either 
directly or in effect, will make cer­ 
tain practices of labor unions un­ 
fair also. 
Restraint Upon Both Hides 
Realization of this is a restraint 
upon both sides in the strikes now 
mutterlngly threatened, and also 
upon the amounts of wage raises 
demanded. Labor leaders know that 
their ability to conduct strikes and 
win them will be reduced by the 
outlawing of some practices that 
now accompany strikes. Heads of 
industry, realising that they will be 
relieved of some of the inequalities 
under which they now are, realising 
that collective bargaining will be 
more even-sided and practicable, 
are more tolerant toward consider­ 
ation of wage raises. 
The net of the prospect is some 
wage raises, but not as general as 
are demanded, nor in the amounts 
demanded. As to strikes, the pros­ 
pect is few serious ones. There is 
very little expectation of any wave

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6 — Unless 
Russia gives up all claim to a veto 
over 
possible 
violations 
of 
the 
atomic control regulations proposed 
to be aet up by an International 
agreement, there will be no treaty 
ratified by the United States senate. 
Bernard M. Baruch's action In re­ 
tiring from the American commis­ 
sion has been erroneously interpret­ 
ed as opening the way to a ‘‘com­ 
promise” by some face-saving for­ 
mula of words. 
lf President Truman should agree 
to such a device, he would never be 
renominated and the Democratic 
Party might as well give up all hope 
of winning either Congress or the 
presidency in 1948. 
This is because the atomic bomb 
issue is the easiest kind of a prob­ 
lem for the masses of voters to un­ 
derstand. The questions which will 
be asked by the average voter are 
simple: 
Does 
America 
give 
away 
the 
atomic bomb secret? 
Does Russia get it? 
Can Russia use it suddenly or will 
there be measures of prevention 
which will effectively keep any na­ 
tion from using the bomb? 
If these measures could mean so 
much as one day’s delay while the 
red tape of the security council’s 
powers of debate were invoked by 
a violator, the American people 
would never permit tile Senate to 
ratify such a treaty. 
Treaty Must Not Bo Compromis* 
It can be said now that any 
treaty with a "compromise” will not 
gain a handful of votes In the Sen­ 
ate; and the five or six senators who 
cast such ballots will not stay in the 
Senate, because the voters will oust 
them at the next election. 
The arguments for a "compro­ 
mise” are ingenious. It Is being 
pointed out that the American con­ 
trol plan rails for effective Interna­ 
tional Inspection and that the Rus­ 
sians have egreed In principle to 
day-by-day inspection. It ha* beoti 
contended also that if Russia, for 
instance, 
wished 
to 
violate 
the 
atomic control treaty or evade tile 
inspection, there would be war any­ 
way and resort to the security 
Council 
of 
the 
United 
Nations 
would be superfluous. 
But such reasoning ignores the 
fact that in democracies especially, 
the tendency is to delay and debate 
measures of national defense, and 
if the Russians should ask that the 
m atter of alleged violation be sub­ 
mitted to the security council of 
the United Nations, certain Amer­ 
ican “liberal” minorities friendly to 
communism would insist on such 
consideration and delay. 
The opportunty for strategic de­ 
lay while America runs the risk of 
another Pearl Harbor will be in the 


minds of the members of the Senate 
as they weigh the provisions set up 
for 
instantaneous action 
In 
the 
event that tliere Is the slight*-'? 
evidence of Intent to violate the 
atomic control provisions. It is the 
power to act Instantly, without re­ 
ference to the Security Council or 
its veto, that will furnish the acid 
test of effectiveness of the control 
plan which the senate will be called 
upon to ratify or reject. 
Mr. Baruch's advice that Amer­ 
ica keep on making bombs and keep 
the secret until a treaty of control 
is ratified by all countries will be 
heeded by the Senate. 
He can re­ 
tire now because the record has 
been made plain enough for the Sen­ 
ate 
to 
read. 
Mr 
Baruch 
need 
have no further cause for concern. 
If Senator Austin, on instructions 
from the President, accedes to a 
“compromise” which leaves in doubt 
the right to punish Instantly or pre­ 
vent a nation from misuse of the 
atomic bomb without waiting for 
the matter to go before the se­ 
curity council, such a treaty, signed 
by tile executive, will not get by 
the Senate. 
Nor will the Senate 
agree to 
any 
disarmament plan 
which permits a nation to be the 
Judge of its own action as to what 
constitutes a violation of the plan. 
U. S. Has Alternative Aims 
It is expected, mreover, that the 
United States will Insist on th* right 
to take action Independently of the 
Security council, either alone or In 
concert with frcindly powers, if the 
forthcoming atomic control treaty is 
violated. 
TTie theory that when a 
violation occurs the matter would 
go to the Security Council which 
would be called on to furnish the 
military forces to punish an offend­ 
ing nation, died the day the atomic 
bomb was dropped over Hiroshima. 
When any country gets leady to use 
the atomic bomb, undeclared war 
be*ins and there will be no time 
to ask the Security Council, with 
its cumbersome veto procedure, to 
formulate a defense. 
Unless Russia therefore agrees to 
abandonment of a Security Coun­ 
cil on atomic bomb control, their 
will be no giving up of the scecret 
by the United States. The Russian 
spokesmen are right when they say 
that the charter of the U. N. did not 
contemplate the present contingen­ 
cy 
and 
that amendment of the 
charter is needed if the veto is to 
be given up. 
Until the Charter 
is amended to that effect, however, 
and totalitarianism is abolished so 
that free governments prevail every­ 
where in the world, there will be no 
security either with or without the 
veto. 
That’s the real issue.

According to Lester M. Levin, New

Two years passed while Mr. Ser­ 
lin hired on e d ramatist to write 
su ch a play — an d fin d in g him 
wan tin g — before d iscoverin g in 
Howard Lin d say an d Ru ssel Crou se 
the right au thors for his task. 
Lin d say an d Crou se, in tu rn , wrote 
an d rewrote the play several times 
before it met with everyon e’s satis­ 
faction , in clu d in g Mrs. Day’s. 
By this time other members of 
the Day family who were still alive 
had to be con su lted an d asked 
whether they were willin g to have 
their relatives, or even themselves 
as child ren , imperson ated on the 
stage an d exposed to the scru tin y 
of theater-goers. Fortu n ately, they 
had n o objection s an d matters pro­ 
ceed ed toward s the first perform­ 
an ce.

It was n ot 
lon g after the cu rtain had gon e u p, 
thou gh, that this su per-critical au ­ 
d ien ce was lau chin g with d elight 
at the warmly hu man portrait of 
family llfe u n fold in g before them. 
In the n ewspapers the n ext d ay 
the critics agreed that here was 
on e of the great an d most en ter­ 
tain in g comed ies abou t American 
life ever written . From that poin t 
on million s of people learn ed to 
kn ow an d love the Day family by 
seein g them either in New York or 
in on e of the d u plicate compan ies 
that were organ ized 
Un ited States. 


1946 Fire Loss 


Is Below Average 
Hoenicka Reports 


Althou gh property loss resu ltin g 
from fires in Cu mberlan d d u rin g 
1946 was estimated as slightly above 
the average here in 1945, the 1946 
cost was still “con sid erably less” 
than the local average an d “way 
d own ” below the n ation al average, 
Fire Chief Reid C. Hoen icka report­ 
ed yesterd ay. 
Chief Hoen icka said the loss from 
Are d u rin g the year can be rou ghly 
estimated at abou t 80 cen ts per cap­ 
ita. In 1945, based on a 40,000 popu ­ 
lation , firemen estimated the loss at 
abou t 75 cen ts. 
The 430 calk an swered by firemen 
exceed ed the 1945 total of 333 by 97, 
Chief Hoen icka said , ad d in g that 
December led the year in the n u m­ 
ber of calls. 
Firemen reported there were n o 
d eaths d u rin g the year as a resu lt 
of fires an d that on ly a few person s 
were bu rn ed . Most seriou sly in ju red 
was Don ald Scott, 16, who was bu rn ­ 
ed when attemptin g to extin gu ish 
a blaze in his Marylan d aven u e 
home early In Jan u ary. 
Most seriou s fire of the year was 
the blaze which bad ly d amaged the 
Hen d ricks hotel an d mad e homeless 
abou t 75 occu pan ts of the Sou th 
En d stru ctu re in March. 
Pou r families were rou ted from a 
Thomas street apartmen t early in 
Jan u ary when a Rollin g Mill alley 
cau ght fire. 
Con sid erable d amage was cau sed 
by a blaze in the Salvation Army 
ou tpost on Virgin ia aven u e in May 
an d partially d estroyed an apart­ 
men t on the secon d floor of the 
stru ctu re an d spread to an ad join ­ 
in g apartmen t. 
Althou gh there were a n u mber of 
fires in other Cu mberlan d hotels, 
Chief Hoen icka said all the blazes 
were held to the poin t of origin . 
The d epartmen t also celebrated 
its 40th an n iversary last year. The 
paid city fire d epartmen t was es­ 
tablished here March 26, 1906, with 
Cen tral at its presen t location an d 
Sou th En d compan y on Brown in g 
street.

Although property loss resulting 
from fires in Cumberland during 
1046 was estimated as slightly above 
the average here in 1945, the 1946 
cost was still “considerably less 
than the local average and “way 
down” below the national average. 
Fire Chief Reid C. Hoenicka report­ 
ed yesterday. 
Chief Hoenicka said the loss from 
fire during the year can be roughly 
estimated at about 80 cents per cap­ 
ita. In 1945, based on a 40,000 popu­ 
lation, firemen estimated the lose at 
about 75 cents. 
The 490 calls answered by firemen 
exceeded the 1945 total of 333 by 07. 
Chief Hoenicka said, adding that 
December led the year in the num­ 
ber of calls. 
Firemen reported there were no 
deaths during the year as a result 
of fires and that only a few persons 
were burned. Most seriously injure*} 
was Donald Scott, 16, who was burn­ 
ed when attempting to extinguish 
a blaze in his Maryland avenue 
home early in January. 
Most serious fire of the year was 
the blaze which badly damaged the 
Hendricks hotel and made homeless 
about 75 occupants of the South 
End structure in March. 
Pour families were routed from a 
Thomas street apartment early in 
January when a Rolling Mill alley 
caught fire. 
Considerable damage was caused 
by a blaze in the Salvation Army 
outpost on Virginia avenue in May 
and partially destroyed an apart­ 
ment on the second floor of the 
structure and spread to an adjoin­ 
ing apartment. 
Although there were a number of 
fires in other Cumberland hotels, 
Chief Hoenicka said all the blazes 
were held to the point of origin. 
The department also celebrated 
its 40th anniversary last year. The 
paid city fire department was es­ 
tablished here March 26, 1906, with 
Central at its present location and 
South End company on Browning 
street.
